f >r fam ily prayers and at meal time. 


When prsident of W ashington 
and 
Lee university he habitually a tten d ­ 
ed all religious services at the chap­ 
el. and it was said, “w atches could 
have been regulated by the time 
Ik * 
entered the door”. 
When superin- 
tendent at West Point he was never 
late at the port chapel 
011 
Sunday 
mornings. 
He would jokingly rally 
his wife anti d aughters for being dila­ 
tory 
about 
sta rtin g 
or forgetting 
som ething at the last moment. 
When 
he could wait no longer, he 
would 
say, “Well, 
I 
am off,” and march 
away to church by himself. 
General Ix*e was presented w ith a 
bottle of rare cham pagne at the be­ 
ginning of the Civil W ar and he car- 
rid it throughout the war. 
Thr act 
has been called “ the finest te m p er­ 
ance serm on ever preached.” 
I^*e was a loving and com panion­ 
able father, although one who was 
firm on proper occasions and 
who 
commanded implicit obedience. 
His 
love of children extended to others 
besides his own. 
While in St. Louis 
engaged in the im provement of navi­ 
gation on the Mississippi River, 
he 
said, in a letter to Mrs. 
I^ee. 
“ I saw 
a num ber of lttle girls all dressed up 
in their white frocks and pantalets,

The first report of the w ork being 
done, sent by C. Leonard Wook-y, di­ 
rector of tlx* expedition, was made 
public here tonight. 
The most laborious task, the report 
stated, was clearing the m asses of 
debris, surrounding the ziggurate, or 
staged tow er. 
The walls of he main 
stru ctu re, set up by U r E n g u r about 
£300B. ( \, art- wonderfully well p re­ 
served. 
In all M esopotam ia there is 
no pre-christian m onum ent 
so 
im ­ 
posing as the ziggurat of Ur, the re ­ 
port stated 
Meanwhile, a sm aller group of men 
has been employed at Tell-Ei-Obeid, a 
little mound Borne 
four 
and a half 
miles from the zigguraU . 
“ For the first tim e we have 
been 
able to learn the real ch aracter of | 
the site and to recover in good con-S<lP,a * tw 
dition same of the astonishing works <lu a n tffy 
of a r t it conceals”, the report said. 
‘Up to the present two distinct p arts 
of the site have been attacked, a cem ­ 
etery and the building of which 
Dr. 
Hall wrote. 
The graves probably are 
the earliest yet found in this eoun- 
ry, d atin g from the fifth and early 
fourth millennia, B. C. 
"The people were skilled in 
using 
m any stone im plem ents, 
but 
were 
quite fam iliar with copper and had 
developed g rea t skill in ham m ering 
and casting the m etal; but side 
by 
side with im plem ents 
of flint 
and 
copper we find copies of the sam e in 
pottery, showing both m aterials lx*- 
ing im ported from a distance, 
w ere 
sufficervtly valuable to m ake certain 
persons grudge them to the dead. 
"P o tte ry for th e m ost part is wheel 
made, but hand m ade w ares had not 
wholly disappeared, and painted p^rt- 
tery recalling th a t found in the early

“The dead som etim es w ere laid at 
full length, som etim es in the

tracted position.
